Science News 


Sun Power 


Every day the sun sends out vast 


amounts of energy. In one day it 


gives off more energy than man 
could get from all the world’s coal, 
gas, oil, and uranium put together! 

How can man put such tremen 
dous energy to work? 

Last month 800 scientists from 33 
countries tried to find answers to 
this question. The scientists met in 
the sunny cities of 


Phoenix, Arizona.

shed light on how to tap the sun's 
energy for man’s benefit. 

On display were many devices 
which use the sun's energy as fuel. 
The photo below shows how a simple 


machine, capturing the sun’s energy, 
could be used to heat a house. Under 
the 32 large panes of glass is a mate- 
rial which absorbs and stores the 
sun's heat. The heat can then be cir- 
culated through the house with an 
air blower 

Other “sun machines” can cook 
food, heat water, run machinery, 
irrigate farm land. Some of these are 
now in use. In Japan, for example, 
30,000 machines for heating water 
have been put on farms. In India, 
“sun stoves” are now on sale for 
about $14 each. 

Both of these machines work by 
focusing the heat of the sun’s rays 
on a small area. This area soon be- 
comes very hot. Here’s a similar way 
of “capturing” the sun’s heat: you 
can set fire to a piece of paper by 
focusing the sun’s rays on it with a 
mirror. 


Botfly’s Speed 


“This small in- 
sect zip 
through the air 
at 518 miles per 
hour!” 

That's what 
we wrote about 
the deer botfly 
in our October 20 issue. Probably no 
in Junior Scholastic 
this year has stirred up so much in 
terest. We've received many requests 
for information about the botfly. 

The botfly is the center of a con- 
troversy among scientists. In his book 
Nature's Ways, Roy Chapman An 
drews—a famous naturalist—wrote: 
“An insect, the deer botfly, is the 
speed champion of the world. A rate 
of 400 yards per second, or 818 mph, 
has been chalked up for him.” 

Mr. Andrews described the work 
of Dr. Charles H. T. Townsend. Dr 
Townsend said he had checked the 
botfly’s speed “repeatedly with the 
shutter of a camera.” 

Another scientist, Dr. Irving Lang- 
muir, estimated the botfly’s speed at 
only 25 miles per hour. He said no 
one could even see an object the 
size of a botfly if it were traveling 
at the rate of 65 mph or more. He 
also worked out figures which, he 
said, proved by the science of 
physics that a botfly could not travel 
anywhere near 818 mph. 

The current edition of the Ency 
clopaedia Britannica says that the 
botfly’s “actual speed has not been 
officially determined.”
